SIR , 

THE  more  I look  into  your  late 
publication,  and  ferutinize  the  rtjo- 
tives  that  muft  have  didlated  it,  die 
more  clearly  do  I perceive  no  lAnd 
of  palliation  for  the  charges  that 
have  been  adduced  againtl  you;  no 
fubterfuge  to  protefl  you  from  the 
indignation  of  the  public.  On  the 
contrary,  I can  difeover  nothingbut 
a continued  feries  of  premeditated 
deception,  wickedly  calculated  to 
miflead  a generous  people,  whofe 
ur.fufpicious  temper  and  patient  en- 
durance, have  bellowed  on  you  more 
confidence  than  you  ever  merited. 

Men,  Sir,  who  set  out  wrong  in 
the  purfuit  of  an  objedl,  never  end 
right.  This  has  been  Mr.  Grun- 
dy’s great  fault.  Condndled  by  a 
delufory  ambition,  far  from  the  flow- 
ery paths  of  virtue,  he  fincis  himfelf 
furrounded  bv  a wildernefs  of  diffi- 
culties, whilll  he  wants  the  clue  of 
Thefeus,  to  get  him  out  of  the  di- 
lemma. To  this  caufe  are  vve  to  af- 
cribe  your  addrefs,  withont  the  func- 
tion of  a name,  and  the  numerous 
mifreprefentations  which  llainp  its 
phyliognomy,  with  a cold  and  calous 
ndifference  to  truth.
